The Worm Han No Ey®» and No Sen** of 
Hearing, but Is S* n«ltiv» to Strong Light 
and Vlbratlonn of Sound—OhJw** of An* 
liquify Preaerved by Earthworm*. 


The common earthworm, despised by 
man and heedlessly trodden underfoot, 
fulfills a pare iii nature that would seem 
incredible but for the facts revealed by 
the patient t ad long continued researches 
of Darwin. “ W orm s,” says Darwin, 
“ have played a more important part in 
the history of tho world than most per­ 
sons would at first suppose.” Lot us 
follow Darwin and t *e how this appar 
ently insignificant creature has changed 
the face of nature. We w ill first consider 
the habits and mode of life of the earth­ 
worm. As every one knows, tho worms 
live in burrows in the superficial layer 
of tin ground. They c,Uk live anywhere 
In a layer of earth, provided it retain# 
moisture, dry air being fatal to them. 
They can, on the other band, exist sub­ 
merged in water for several months. 
They live chiefly in the superficial mold 
less than a foot below the surface, but 
in long continued dry weather and in 
very cold seasons they may burrow to a 
j depth of eight feet. 
The burrows are 
lined by a thin layer of earth, voided 
by the worm*, and end in small charn- 
J hers in which they can turn round. 
The burrows are formed partly by 
pu-hing away the earth, but chiefly by 
the earth being sw allow ed .. Large quan- 
j ties of earth are 
swallowed 
by the 
worms for the sake of the decomposing 
vegetable matter c< utaiued in it,"cm 
which they feed. 
The earth thus sw al­ 
lowed is voided iu spiral heaps, form ing 
the worm eastings. 
In this case th# 
worm obtains food and at the sam® 
tim e excavates its burrows. 
In addition to the food thus obtained 
half decayed leaves are dragged into the 
burrows, m ainly for food, but also to 
plug the mouths of the burrows for the 
sake of protection. Worms are also fond 
cf meat, "--pAxially fat. They w ill also 
eat the dead bodies of their relatives. 
They are nocturnal in habit, remaining, 
as a rule, in the burrows during the day 
and coming out to feed at night. 
The earthworm has no eyes, but is 
affected by strong light if exposed to it 
f, ,r some time. 
It has no sense of hear­ 
ing, but is sensitive to the vibrations of 
I sound. 
The w hole body is sensitive to 
touch.

A t one part of the a li­ 
mentary canal of the worm is a gizzard, 
or 
hard muscular organ, capable cf 
grinding food into fine particles.

tins gizzard w hich is the main factor in 
triturating she soil, aud it is aided by 
sm all stones sw allow ed w itli the earth, 
which act as m illstones.

brought to the surface by worms it is 
ii ' diiik-ult to understand how objects, 
sa; I as stom-s, rocks, etc., lying on the 
surface w ill in course cf tim e become 
gradually buried in ’lie ground. O wing 
to tho burial of so rn - and d in r object* 
ic,- tin a i c n of wo: iii.*, ancient m onu­ 
ments, portions of Roman villas aud 
other objects of antiquity have been pre­ 
served.

These two men had a 
way of spreading bait on a cellar floor 
and then sneaking in on rubber boots. 
One of them carried a sack and a queer 
pair of tongs.

“ Then the lantern would be turned 
on suddenly, and tho rats, w’ho are as 
afraid of light as I am of ghosts, would 
1 stand stock still. The man with the 
I tongs—and ho was quicker than greased 
lightning—would pick up tho pests and 
fire them into the sack be fore the little 
1 things knew' what was up. 
Sometimes 
they’d bag as many as 40 at a crack, 
but at other times the rats would be­ 
come accustomed to the light and scam­ 
per away bef ire 20 of their comrades 
v cad been nabbed. ” 
But tho science of rat catching has 
, fewer exponents than has the art of rat 
killing. Housekeepers are not generally 
anxious to have the little animals about 
them, and hence they pay more attent iou 
to the ways of exorcising the pests than 
they do to means of capturing them. 
In addition to the time worn scheme 
of poisoned bait, there arc a number of 
* unique plans that are operated from 
time to time by landlords who have lost 
patience with the domestic marauders. 
Au ingenious individual some time ago 
devised a plan of painting a captive ra>t 
with a phosphorescent preparation anil 
then turning it loose. The released rat 
would return to its nest, and there its 
effulgent coat would frighten the other 
rats out of all their instincts save that 
of fear. 
There would be a pellmell fight, and 
as rats go in droves the painted rodent 
would run in their midst, increasing 
Iheir fright and hastening their flight 
Borne one suggested that the little ani­ 
mals would either run themselves to 
death or continue their chase until 
dawn, when, in the sunlight, the phos­ 
phorus would lose its brilliance. Even 
In the latter event the little animals 
would have left their previous haunts 
It is known that rats despise tho odor 
of turpentine- Some housewives, when 
bothered by the domestic pests, catch 
one in a trap, aud, after bathing it in 
turpentine, release it. This plan is said 
to have almost as efficacious an effect a# 
the phosphorescent paint, 
There are some persons who claim 
that belling a rat will drive its com­ 
rades from their nest. As a usual thing, 
however, 
the bell becomes detached 
from the pest to which it was tied be­ 
fore the desired end is attained. 
But a 
strong wire is expected to circumvent

Effect of a Flame. 
This question and its answer have 
been until recently of interest to ©den­ 
tists only. 
But since one method of 
lighting is competing with the other 
for superiority the question of lighting 
power has seemingly Ix-come a public 
matter. 
How many candle power? The 
question is very mujpK *um.1 yet mystcn 
ous to tile layman. 
For measuring the lighting power the 
most reliable results are obtained by 
means of a grease spot. In its most sim­ 
ple application the experiment oan b* 
tried easily at horn®. A sheet of white 
paper with a grease spot in the center 
is put into a frame and placed between 
two flames of different lighting power 
for instance, betw’een an ordinary 
candle and a lamp. 
When tho frame is equally distant 
from tho two unequally bright flumes, 
the grease spot can be set ii plainly od 
both sides. 
By moving the frame with 
the sheet ( f paper slowly toward the 
less brilliaut light— that is, the candle 
— it w ill arrive finally at a point where 
tho grease spot has apparently disap­ 
peared en both sides of the paper. This 
deception must always occur when on 
both sides of the paper an equal bright­ 
ness prevails and no side light exists. 
Having reached this point, it can be 
ascertained how much stronger is the 
light of the lamp than that of the cau­ 
dle. 
, 
If the candle is 20 inches distant from 
the paper aud the lamp OO inches and 
yet the brightness 011 both sid» s of the 
paper is tho same, then the light of the 
lamp w ill bo -us strong as that of nine 
candiel!. 
The calculation is based upon 
the distances, tho figures of which are 
multiplied by themselves and then di­ 
vided—heir, for instance, CO times 60 
divided by 20 multiplied by 20 equals 9. 
This, of course, is the most primitive 
method for measuring light, but it is 
the principle for all the delicate instru­ 
ments used in the laboratories, 
lan’i Weekly.

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The W orm Has No Eye* and 
Hearing', but la Sennit!*. to Strong Light 
and Vibration* of Sound — G re ets of An­ 
tiquity Preserved by Earthworm *. 


The common earthworm, despised hy 
man and heedlessly trodden underfoot, 
fulfills a part in nature that would seem 
Incredible bnf for the facts revealed by 
the patient * ad long continued researches 
of Darwin. “ Worms,” says Darwin, 
“ have played a more important part m 
the history of the world than most per* 
sons would at first suppose.” Lot us 
follow Darwin and see how this appar­ 
ently insignificant creature has chanced 
the face of nature We will first consider 
the habits and mode of life of the earth­ 
worm. As every one knows, tho worms 
live in burrows in the superficial layer 
of th" ground. They e 
live anywhere 
in a layer of earth, provided it retains 
moisture, dry air being fatal to them. 
They can, on the other hand, exist sub­ 
merged in water for several months. 
They live chiefly in the superficial mold 
less than a foot below the surface, but 
in long continued dry weather and in 
very cold seasons they may barrow to a 
I depth of eight feet. 
The burrows are 
lined by a thin layer of earth, voided 
by the worms, aud end in small cham­ 
bers in which they can turn round. 
The burrows are formed partly by 
pushing away the earth, but chiefly by 
the earth being swallowed. .Largequan­ 
t i c of earth are swallowed by the 
worms for the sake of the decomposing 
vegetable matter contained in it, on 
which they feed, Th© earth thus swal­ 
lowed is voided in spiral heaps, forming 
the worm castings. In this ease the 
worm obta ins food and at the sam© 
time excavates its burrow-. 
| 
In addition to the food thus obtained 
half decayed leaves are dragged into the 
burrows, mainly for food, but also to 
plug the mouths of tho burrows lor tim 
sake of protection. Worms are also fond 
of meat, especially fat. They will also 
eat the der. 11 bodies of their relatives. 
They are nocturnal in habit, remaining 
us a rule, in Die burrows during the day 
and coming out to feed at night. 
Tho earthworm has no eyes, but is 
' affected by strong light if exposed to it 
for some time. It has no s mse of hear 
ing, but is sensitive to the vibrations o 
I sound.

How to U m tn n the Lltbtln© 
Effect of a Flam e. 
This question and its answer have 
been until recently of interest to scien­ 
tists only. 
But since one method of 
lighting is competing with tho other 
for superiority the question of lighting 
power has seemingly become a public 
matter. 
How many caudle power? The 
question is very simple and yet mysteri­ 
ous to tit® layman. 
For measuring the lighting power the 
most reliable results are obtained by 
means of a grease spot. In its most sim­ 
ple application the experiment can be 
tried easily at horn*-. 
A sheet of white 
palier with a grease spot in the center 
is put into a frame and placed between 
two flames of different lighting power 
—for instance, between an ordinary 
candle and a lamp. 
When the frame is equally distant 
from the two unequally bright flames, 
the grease spot can be seen plainly on 
both sides. 
By moving the frame with 
the sheet if paper slowly toward the 
less brilliant light— that is, the candle 
it will arrive finally at a point where 
tile grease spot bas apparently disap­ 
peared en both sides of tile paper. Ibis 
deception must always occur when on 
both sides of the paper an equal bright­ 
ness prevails and no side light exists. 
Having reached this point, it can bk 
ascertained how much stronger is the 
light of the lamp than that of the can­ 
dle.If the caudle is SO inches distant from 
the paper aud the lamp CU inches and 
yet the brightness on both aid*8 of th© 
paper is tho same, then the light of the 
lamp will bo us strong as that of nine 
candles. The calculation is based upon 
the distances, the figures of which ar© 
multiplied by themselves and then di­ 
vided 
her»% for instance, OO times 60 
divided by 20 multiplied by 20 equals 9. 
This, of course, is the most primitive 
method for measuring light, but it is 
the principle for all the delicate instru 
dents used iu the laboratories. —Bear 
ion’s Weekly.
